| they would say, that in accepting the ser- 


ed of deep responsibility to God and the 
isouls of the heathen.

It was matter of early consideration 
with the missionaries on the close of the 
war, in what places they should recom- 
mence their labours. Rangoon had 


them. Here they had witnessed the first 
fruits of the gospel in Burmah, and here 
the first Christian churgh was gathered. 
Here were commodious premises pre- 
pared to their hand. But there were vari- 
ous considerations which for the present 
at least, rendered this an ineligible spot. 
It was to be given up by the British to 
its former masters, the Burmans, and 
consequently the reign of despotism re- 
stored Nor wae this, however forbid 
ding, the most inauspicious circumstance. 
The right to its sovereignty was still to be 
contested by the people of Pegu, and it 
was likely to be ravaged again immedi- 
ately by war. 

The views of the brethren, therefore, 
were directed to other sections of the 
country. As large provinces of the Bur- 
man territory had by the terms of peace 
been ceded to the British, it was thought 
that somewhere within these, would be 
the most favourable situations for Mis- 
sionary enterprise. It was understood 
that a new town would be built, to be 
called Amberst, in honour of Lord Am- 
herst, Governor General of the Egglish 
possessions in India; that this would be 
the seat of English authorities, and the 
centre of business in these Provinces ; 
that it would naturally open channels of

The site of this town was se- 
lected on the Martaban river, near its 
mouth, and its settlement commenced.

At Ava, Dr. Price proposes to remain. 
This is the Burman capital, and it will be 
recollected that, at the late negociations 
with the British, the Burman government 
employed Dr. Price as their Agent. The 
tendency of this measure, as the result 
was satisfactory, will be to recommend 
any exertions he shall make to enlighten 
and instruct the people. His intercourse 
will be direct with the principal men of 
'the nation, and, we may hope, will not be 
(in vain. It ig certain that their religious 
superstitions are interwoven with false 
notions of philosophy, astronomy, and the 
sciences generally, and when convinced 
of the error of the latter, it may prepare 
them more easily to relinquish the for- 
mer. It is the design of Dr. Price, in 
connexion with the dispensation of the 
gospel, to attempt this service. 

In view of all the circumstrnces con- 
nected with the late war in Burmah, and 
the consequences resulting from it, the 
Board feel justified in expressing their 
belief, that it has widened the sphere of 
their labours incalculably, and rendered 
the prospect of svccess on the part of 
their missionaries far greater than before, 
‘particularly within the conquered Pro- 
'vinces. They may now have free access 
ito” the people without fear, and employ 
lallthe means of instruction within their 
\reach ; they may preach and establish 
'schools in which the principles of chris- 
\tianity shall be taught. ‘The natives may 
jalso inquire, read the Scriptures, hear 
|the gospel and embrace it, without being 
‘subject to penalty or oppression. Here- 
\totore ithas been otherwise. When tlie 
|missionaries preached, it was with cao- 
tion , and when the people wished to bear 
and converse on religion, they were often 
|deterred by the certain displeasure of 
their rulers. If then something was ac 
|complished forthe cause of Christ under 
\former disadvantages, how much more 
| may be anticipated, now these hindrances 

are removed! Divine Providence has 
‘committed this field of labour to the 
| American Baptists ; and it now calls on 
‘them, in a most impressive manner, for 
increased and vigorous exertions, as sev- 
[eral new stations ought soon to be com- 
menced and supported.

A BAPTISMAL SCENE. 


| Sunpay, May 6, 1827, will long be re- 
|membe: ed as a day of peculiar solemnity 
‘and interest, by many of the friends of Zi- 
jon. The morning was truly delightful. 
| The sun had just risen ; there was a gen- 
\tle breath of air, which scarcely disturbed 
‘the silent water, in which the ordinance 
of Baptism was about to be administered. 
Notice had been given two days previ- 
ous, that this interesting event was to 
take place at 5 o’clock this Lord’s day 
morning. At 4o’clock, numerous spec- 
tators were seen assembling on the banks 
of this Jordan ; and long before the ap- 
pointed time, a large assemblage of re- 
spectable citizens had assembled at the 
water’s side. The noble stream rolled 
along in silent majesty, bearing on its bo- 
som vessels which had just arrived, and 
were sailing slowly and noiselessly by.— 
Boats from the opposite shore were con- 
tinually arriving, filled with spectators, 
both male and female. There was a busy 
hum of voices, as they were arranging 
themselves. Many were there from dis- 
tant places, who were anxious to witness 
the interesting scene. At five o’clock, 
the carriages containing the candidates 
were seen approaching; and soon the 
Rev. Mr. Knowles, Pastor of the second, 
and Rev. Mr. Grosvenor, Pastor of the 
firet Baptist Churches, with their respec- 
tive candidates, were ready to begin the 
services. Most of the spectators uncov- 
ered their heads, and remained uncover- 
ed until Mr. Grosvenor delivered an ap-

His ge- 
marks were solemn and interesting, and 
brought tears from the eyes of many of 
the spectators. This was the second 
daughter, who had in the course of two 
years followed the example of their Sa- 
viour, and been baptized by their beloved 
parent. Another hymn was sung, anoth- 
er prayer offered by Mr. Collier, and the 
spectators were dismissed A fortnight 
previous, Mr. Knowles had baptized 19 
persons. These forty, and two others 
were to be taken into the Church that af- 
ternoon. A knowledge of this, caused 
the house to be filled almost to overflow- 
ing, at an early hour. The text was 
from Colossiaus, 11 Chap. vi. verse—* As 
ye have therefore received Christ Jesus 
the Lord, so walk ye in bim.” After 
having described the necessity of obeying 
the injunction contained in the text, and 
the duties of a member of a church, the 
naines of 42 candidates were read, and 
they were requested to come forward, 
and were arranged in the broad aisle, 21 


on each side, facing each other. They 
were principally young persons. Six of 


them were males, and the other were fe- 
males. ‘They were solemnly reminded of 
the important station which they were 
about to occupy, and were exhorted to 
walk worthy of their high vocation, and 
let it appear anto men that they had been 
with Jesus. Mr. Knowles then descend- 
ed from the sacred desk, and gave the 
Right Hand of Fellowshiv, and a short ad- 
Gieewio cach. The Presricat of the sing- 
ing choir, who was one of them, was sol- 
emnly and affectionately addressed, as al- 
s0 a young man about thirteen, and a fe- 
male of about the same age. The can- 
didates deeply affected, remained stand- 
ing, and were again addressed from the 
pulpit. The spectators, singing choir, 
and members of the Church were next 
addressed, in an unusually solemn and 
impressive manner, The blessing of God 
was then supplicated, and the candidates 
returned to their seats. 

The ordinance of the Lord’s Supper 
was about to be celebrated, and an invita. 
tion was given to all the members of sister 
churches of-the same faith and ordér of 
that, who were of regular standing, to 
partake ; and to all the spectators, to re- 
main and witness the celebration. The 
meeting was then dismissed, but nearly all 
the congregation rewained. Some very 
affecting remarks were made by Rev. Mr. 
Williams ; and the communicants who 
were about to partake forthe first time, 
were affectionately addressed by him.— 
The memory of our dying Lord was 
brought fresh to the memory of the par- 
ticipants, and it was indeed a solemn and 
interesting scene to all present. ‘* They 
that love me will keep my command- 
ments,” said our Saviour, and they no 
doubt felt that in keeping his command- 
ments, there is great reward.

Corinth, Paul, having passed through the 
upper coasts, came to Ephesus: and find- 
ing certain disciples, he said unto them, 
have ye received the Holy Ghost since 
ye believed? And they said anto him, 
We have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. And he said 
unto them, Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they said, unto John’s bap- 
tism. Then said Paul, John verily bapti- 
zed with the baptism of repentance, say- 
ing unto the people, that they should be- 
lieve on him which should come after 
him; thatis, on Christ Jesus. When 
they heard this, they were baptized in 
the name of the Lord Jesus. And when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spake with tongues, and prophesied.” 

It appears from the above account, that 
Paul had found at Ephesus certain disci- 
ples, who had been converted probably, 
under the ministry of Apollos ;* whether 
before, or after John had baptized Jesus, 
we are not informed: that these disciples 
had been baptized. Paul enquired of them, 
if they had received the Holy Ghost since 
they had believed, alluding no doubt to 
the miraculous gift of the Holy Ghost, 
which accompanied the laying on of the 
hands of the Apostles, and prayer. Their 
reply was, that they bad not heard any 
thing on that subject. 
an entire stranger to them, and knowing 
it was an Apostolic custom to impose 
hands, and pray for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost on those whom they baptized, ask- 
ed them ‘* Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they said, unto John’s bap- 
tism.’’ Then said Paul, Joho verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repentance, say- 
ing unto the people, that they, (the peo- 
ple), should believe on him who should 
come after him; that is, on Christ Jesus. 
When they (the people) heard this, or 
heard John, or his disciple Apollos, 
preach thus, they (the people) were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

And when Paul had thus recapitulated 
the nature and effect of John’s preaching, 


and thus given him fellowship as a Gospel | 


Minister, he laid his hands on these 12 
men, and they received the Holy Ghost. 
The Apostle hereby confirmiog his ap- 
proval of John’s ministry and baptism. 

Ican see no evidence here, that Pau! 
re-baptized these disciples of John ; but 
I see ample evidence that he gave full 
fellowship to John as a Gospel Minister, 
and that John baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, those who agreeably to his doc- 
trine, believed on him. 

This is no novel interpretation of this 
passage, designed to sustain a favourite 
hypothesis, but Pedobaptists of the high- 
est standing for piety and learning, have 
given the same. 

Some confusion has existed in under- 
standing this passage, in consequence of 
confounding Paul's statement of the char- 
acter and effect of John’s preaching and 
baptizing, with Luke’s history of the inter- 
view of Paul with these disciples. But 
as the Scriptures are always their own 
best interpreter, | will compare this pas- 
sage, and the circumstances attending this 
transaction, with the proceedings of Peter 
and Joho, recorded Acts, 8th chapter, 12 
14,15 16 17th verses:—‘* But when 
they believed Philip preaching the things 
concerning the kingdom of God, and the 
name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women.” ‘‘ Now, when 
the Apostles which were at Jerusalem, 
heard that Samaria had received the 
word of God, they sent unto them Peter 
and John: who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they might 
receive the Holy Ghost. (For as yet he 
was fallen upon none of them : only they 
were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus.). Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy Ghost.” 

Here we learn that those who were 
discipled to Christ by Philip, were by 
him baptized in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus ; but they had not as yet received the 
ift of the Holy Ghost, and the Apostles 

eter and John were sent by the Church 
at Jerusalem, to visit the converts, and to 
do unto them as Paul had done unto the 
disciples of John in the former case, viz. 
to lay their hands upon them with prayer, 
that they also might receive the Holy 
Ghost. But there was no re-baptism io 
this cave either

case ; for it wasa fact, doubtless well 
known to them, that Philip was a member 
of the Charch at Jerusalem with the 
Apostles, and acted in unison with them. 

Again this writer enquires, ‘‘ could he, 
John, be supposed to baptize in the name 
of Jesus of Nazareth, and enjoin faith in 
him asthe Saviour of men, before he 
knew him.”

His preaching and prac- 
tice prove this, as well as the testimeny 
of his Saviour and the Apostles. He was 
not of them, who like ** V.” declare in 
effect, that the Head of the Church has 
commanded them to perform an ordinance, 
which is perfectly incomprehensible in 
its anounciation. ButI forbear, as 1 had 
determined to reserve the consideration 
of “ V’s.” closing remarks, for a future 
number. 

Again, this writer remarks that “ it 
was the privilege of others, to stand in 
the kingdom of heaven, already come un- 
der the Christian dispensation, and point 
to Jesus of Nazareth as the Messiah al- 
ready manifested, according to divine ap 
pointment, and to baptism in his name.”

Springville, a new charch has arisen of 

32 members. The number of converts 
is supposed to be 60. The revival com- 
menced with power ona baptismal occa 
sion in Springville. Sheldon has been 
refreshed by a season of grace, and sev- 
en are baptized ; the same number also 
in Orangeville. Since Mr. Going went 
into that country, he has baptized 89. 
Mr. Going gratefully acknowledges the 
receipt of 48 Bibles, sent him by Mr. 
Sharp. They were received by the peo- 
ple as an invaluable favour. [The Rev. 
Benjamin Oviatt has been blest in Allega- 
ny Co. About 40 have been baptized, 
andachurch constituted. In othér pla- 
ces, he has formed two Tract Societies, 
and a Female Mite Society. In Ohio, 
Rey. William Spencer has spent six 
months, endeavouring to raise the stand- 
ard of religious feeling and of zeal, and 
has established amongst the people six 
Sabbath Schools. 

In the States bordering on the Missisip- 
pi, the Rev. John M. Peck has laboured 
for several years under the Society’s pat- 
ronage. At his request, three Missiona- 
ry Boards are organized for the Western 
Country, whose Missionaries are appro- 
bated by this Society, and to these Boards 
is voted 100 dollars each for the year. 
Rev. W. Kinney, one of these Missiona- 
ries, is appointed to visit the people on 
the lead mines on Fever River, on the 
N. W. corner of Illinois, 400 miles up 
the Missisippi from the mouth of Missou- 
ri. ‘Lhe lead mines are rich, covering a 
tract of country from 80 to 170 miles in 
extent. More than 500 persons are pre- 
paring to emigrate thither. Mr. Peck is 
successfully engaged in the establishment 
of a Literary and Theological Institution 
for the West. A site for the same is 
agreed on, and a system ol operation is 
in progress. The prospects of success 
are brightening. But Mr. Peck thinks 
he shall need, from his Eastern brethren, 
about 150 dols. per annum, for a few 
years. The buildings for the Students’ 
School Room, the Hall for Lectures, for 
the Library and Professor’s Room, &c. 
are contemplated to be completed in Sep- 
tember. The Prospect of Students ex- 
ceeds expectation. Applications for en- 
trance have been made by eight preach- 
ers. There are also 20 who will enter 
the High School department. 

The Board has expended %n the last 
vear 450 dols. to aid feeble churches, 
and the opinion is expressed that the 
fruit of this assistance has been abun- 
dant. 

The American Baptist Magazine, and 
the Christian Watchman, are noticed in 
the Report, as published under the pat- 
ronage of the Board; and whilst each 
renders some pecuniary assistance to the 
Missions, the hope is expressed that both 
will exert a salutary influence in favour 
of all those objects, which are dear to 
men of piety and of enlarged and com- 
prehensive minds. 

After the Report was read, a very 
brief sketch of which we have presented 
the Rev. Mr. Train, of Framingham, 
moved that it be accepted. He accompa- 
nied his motion with appropriate remarks 
on the success which had attended the 
labours of this Society from its first form- 
ation, and especially on the efforts of our 
Missionaries in the year which has just 
ended. They have carried the gospel 
in the East, said Mr. Train, towards the 
rising of the sun, as far as the British 
Province of New-Branswick, and in the 
West, towards the setting of the same 
glorious luminary, as far as the States bor- 
derdering on the Missisippi. A blessing 
has attended their labours, and we have 
reason this day to praise the name of the 
Lord, that a goodly number of sinners 
have, through their instrumentality, been 
brought into the fold of Christ. The aid 
too, which feeble churches have receiy- 
ed in the last year, is a subject of grate- 
ful recollection. By the assistance, Mr. 
President, which this Society has afford- 
ed, it has been preached in places where it 
would less frequently have carried its 
welcome voice, and churches have been 
revived, and encouraged to do more for 
the support of the ministry amongst 
themselves, than they would otherwise 
have done.
